"FICTION", as I have already said, is the French edition of "Fantasy 4 
and Science-Fiction", It is published by ‘les Editions OPTA' and its =< 4 
chief editor is Alain Dorémieux, well known specialist of sf and fan- 
tasy, and writer of several short stories, 
The April issue of "Fiction" (nr 149) contained the first episode of 
the adventures of Cugel the Glever: "The Overworld", Almost all readers 
were anxkmix anxiously waiting for this story, as it was the first 
"sword-and-sorcery" tale to be translated into French, This first 
meeting with an unknown type of literature was not too disappointing, 
We also had Zeana Henderson's "And a little child" and Otis Kidwell 
Burger's “Love child" (her first tale to.be translated into French), 
and "Quatre roses povr Lucienne" ("Pour roses for Lueienne"), a fan- f 
tasy tale of young French writer Roland Topor, better known for his 
horror cartoons, Thee were also sf tales, of course: Robert Lory's :
